BETTER FEELING AMONG FARMERS SHOW S 
STRIKING IMPROVEMENT IN AGRICULTURE 


Chicago, Nev 30 
d'J?> 
A striking 
improvement In the morale of the 
agiicultuial regions induced by recent 
rises In grain prices wa* reported to­ 
day by the corn belt farm dailies bi­ 
monthly survey of farm condition*. 
The survey also held hope for sub­ 
stantial rises in beef and pork price* 
In the near future. 
“The striking development in the 
farm field," the report said, “I* a bet­ 
ter feeling among farm ers. The ten­ 
sion is letting up. Collections are bet­ 
ter. Panicky feeling among people ha* 
subsided and banker* no longer stand 
in fear* of run*.” 
"The outlook I* anything but bad," 
the survey said, “In fact It is probably 
belter night now than it ha* been any 
tim e in months. There is a very gen­ 
eral feeling that the farm er will be 
the first to turn the corner toward 
better time* and if thi* is true, th# rest 
of the country has 
reason to feel 
quite encouraged.” 


In a study of farm product prices it 
wa* emphasized that grain fed ta beef 
cattle ha* been generally paying Abet­ 
ter than m arket price*. Only a slight 
improvement in demand is needed to 
bring a return of prosperous tidies to 
the packing industry, it wa* stated. 
A pork shortage a little later was 
foreseen by the survey. 
“The decided tendency in the pack­ 
ing industry is to keep inventories 
down by moving every pound of pork 
possible into consumption 
aa fresh 
pork,” the report said. "It is an un­ 
usual condition, but m ust mean one 
of these day*, when the present crop 
of hogs runs out, that the country 
will be faced with a pork shortage.”

Blame is placed at the threshold of these statements of 
laxity of the game wardens in \ iew of the fact that the hunters of 
Southern Minnesota succeeded in having the present system »»l 
game protection instituted. 
Long have the hunters of Southern Minnesota and, parti­ 
cularly the Hennepin County Sportsmen’s club, attempted to dom­ 
inate the game anti fish department through legislation. 
Such 
absurd measures as a law prohibiting the shootingot ducks except 
only on week-ends, which it is said, was drafted but never placed 
before the legislature, is a fitting example of the extremes South­ 
ern Minnesota sportsmen have provided in trying to overpower 
the department and railroad through measures that were obviously 
designed for their own benefit* 
And, sportsmen of Northern Min­ 
nesota who do and should know of the conditions involving game 
have hinted dissatisfaction with W. I). Stewart, state game and 
fish commissioner, because of his close affiliation with the hunters 
and game clubs of Southern Minnesota. 
I he measure stated 
above is just one of any number considered by sport men of tho 
Twin Cities. 
In fact, their selfish tendency has inclined to bi­ 
corne flagrant because of their apparent knowledge of their power 
in the state game and fish department.

The fact of the matter is, and records will justify the state­ 
ment, that hunters from the cities are the mo* I flagrant violator s 
of the game and Ash laws. 
They drive the highways whenever 
business is at a lull, pick off a deer and perhaps two, or v hatovrv 
game crosses their path regardless <»i closed sea on, and drive 
serenely back to tin iv Homes gloating over their own conquest but 
decrying the fact that Northern Minnesota hunters are violating 
the game and fish laws and ruthlessly and wantonly slay protected 
game.

There are some cases where the si lot mug ol wild game oui 
of season is justified. 
The charges of butchery recall the incident 
that occurred in Northern Minnesota last year when a game w ar­ 
den was shot by a hunter and trapper who, facing starvation, 
killed a deer for his own use. 
To the hunti r of the larger cit ii* <, 
shooting of wild game is a ..porting act. 
But, to sonic residents 
of Northern Minnesota it means their livelihood, their very t xi. i- 
encc. 
But, tin* Twin ( itie. hunters rise up in arms declaring it 
butchery of w’ild game. 
Hunters and re. ideals el' Northern Minnesota are in t as 
much concerned over the protection ot wild game as anyone else. 
Ill fact, they perhaps are more so than anyone else and have done 
vastly more for the conservation of wild game. 
In this locality, 
particularly * residents are ill the habit of calling tin game warden 
whenever they hear shooting, and it is no mirage to see pheasants 
being fed by farmers and other means of aiding in the propaga­ 
tio n ‘of game. 
What has Southern .Minnesota dom in this behalf? 
Abso­ 
lutely nothing except to name tho game and fish commissioner and 
to outline the policies they believe he should follow, 
Northern 
Minnesota has never had a voice in the selection of the official who 
governs this department yet the hunters of Southern Minnesota 
are the first to voice their disapproval of anything that occurs in 
Northern Minnesota that works against their ow n selfish interests. 
The lack of co-operation between the two sections threatens 
to cost Minnesota its envious place as a hunter’s paradise. 
And, 
the sooner they can get together to work harmoniously without 
the injection of selfish i n t e r e s t s the b e t t e r . 
But, until that time 
comes and the hunters of the Twin Cities area realize this fact, 
the old fight will continue and both sections will suffer as a con­ 
sequence.
